Morgans Bill Kept Up 
by Main Strength. 


Congress, Railroads and British 
are to Be Overcome, 


One. Mouth Stopped When Hoar 
is Brought to Bay. 


— 


Committee on Washington Centen- 
nial <Appointed—Chinese Out- 
rages to Be Investigated—Mr, 
Platt Speaks. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] This was another field day 
for the Nicaragua Canal project in the 
Senate, and by enunciating some sound 
American doctrine, and laying down a 
few common-sense facts, Senator Mor- 
gan managed to swing his bill, which 
has been sidetracked recently, out onto 
the main line again. Mr. Morgan 
spoke about an hour upon the proposi- 
tion to postpone consideration of the 
canal matter till January 10, and in 
that hour he illumined the minds of 
several Senators so that there will be 
less canal opposition in the future. 

Mr. Morgan laid down the proposi- 
tion that this canal can be built with 
the moneév that will be covered into 
the treasury from the Pacific railroads, 
and he declared the money ought to be 
So used, for these railroads were bleed- 
ing the people of the Pacific Coast. 
He said that if the canal were built at 
all, it must be built under his bill and. 


-| under the Maritime Company’s conces- 


sion, because Nicaragua will grant no 


other concession, and will sell no land 


to the United States. He said it must 
be built regardless of the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty with England, and declared 
that if the treat; tn foxce it 
makes no difference. 

“Who,” yelled Mr. Morgan, “‘is going, 
hat in hand, to the Court of St. James 
and ask permission to build this canal? 
If*that mission were entrusted to me, I 
would go to my grave before I would 
carry it out.’’. 

Senator Hoar proceeded to relieve 
himself of a long, learned dissertation 
upon ithe canal and the international 
complications involved. Senator Mor- 
gan could not stand this, so he stopped 
Senator Hoar’s flow of speech by ask- 
ing him if he had ever read the canal 
bill and the reports. Senator Hoar 
had not, so he quit talking. . 

In view of all this, tonight’s indica- 
tions rather favor Mr. Morgan’s bill 
again. This is because Mr. Morgan has 
succeeded in temporarily raising Con- 
gress above the level of a railroad 
lobby. If he can keep it there, he will 
pass his bill. . 


SENATE AND HOUSE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The Senate 
had a busy day, and there were several 
important speeches. Mr. Platt of Gon- 
necticut spoke against the Vest reso- 
lution, which declares that the United 
States has no power to acquire terri- 
tory. He said that the power of a na- 
tion to acquire territory was as inher- 
ent as its sovereigney. The United 
States had the right to govern such 


‘territory in the best possible manner 


until the people of the acquired lands 
were capable of self-government. Mr. 
Proctor of Vermont, and Mr. Hale of 
Maine explained divergent views upon 
the proposition of a Senate Committee 
to visit Cuba. Mr. Proctor thought 
such a committee was necessary, while 
Mr. Hale thought it would be in ex- 
tremely bad taste and useless. 

The Nicaraguan Bill was up during 
the last part of the day and Senators 
Berry, Allen, Hoar, Caffery and Mor- 
gan discussed the measure. 

This was suspension day in the 
House, and several bills were passed, 
the most important being the bill ap- 
propriating $350,000 for the Philadel- 
phia Exposition of 1899. The vote was 
exceedingly close. There were but two 
votes more than the necessary two- 
thirds. Bills were also passed under 
suspension of the rules to authorize the 
distribution of the assets of the Freed- 
man’s Bank; to enlarge the scope of 
the fish commission to include game 
birds; for the relief of the Fourth 
Mounted Arkansas Infantry, and for 
the relief of John F. Lewis of Oregon. 
Bailey of Texas introduced a 
resolution in the open house, directing 
the Judiciary Committee to investigate 
and report on the question as to 
whether the members of the House 
who had accepted commissions in the 
army had forfeited their seats in the 
House. He made the resolution the 
text for some remarks, in the course of 
which he took occasion to bitterly de- 
nounce a newspaper statement to the 
effect that in his attitude on this ques- 
tion he had been made a cat’s paw by 
prominent Republicans in the House. 
He denounced the Republican who in- 
stigated the statement as an infamous 
and challenged him to father it.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
CLOSING SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—SENATE.— 
At the opening of the Senate, the chap- 
lain, in his invocation, made touching 
reference to the affliction of Senator 
Jones of Arkansas, over whose thresh- 
old of late, thrice has passed the 
shadow of death, and one of whose sons 
is ill now.” 

The Vice-President announced the 
Committee on the Centennial celebra- 
tion of the city of Washington as the 
capital of the nation as follows: Sena- 
tors Hoar, Hale, Perkins, Simon, Mc- 
Laurin, Clay and Turney. 

Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts of the 
Foreign Relations Committee favorably 
reported this resolution, and asked for 
its immediate consideration: 

“That the President be, and he is 
hereby requested to give to Congress, so 
far as the same may be done without 
detriment to public interests, all the in- 
formation in his possession concerning 
certain alleged outrages committed on 
the person of Bishop Earl Cranston 
and other citizens in the city of Peking, 
China, by the subjects of the empire of 
China, and what steps, if any, have 
been taken by the State Department in 
the matter of requesting suitable in- 
demnity therefor.’’ The resolution was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Cullom of Illinois gave notice that 
he would ask the senate at the conclu- 
sion of Mr. Platt’s speech to take the 
Anti-scalpers’ Bill from the table for 
consideration. 

Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire t1n- 
quired if it was the bill referred to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Mr. 
Cullom replied that he proposed to ask 
for consideration at this time. 

“Well, I give notive, Mr. President,” 
responded Mr. Chandler, ‘that there are 
Senators here who will insist that the 
bill shall go to the committee.”’ 

Mr. Sullivan of Mississippi protested 
against what ‘he termed ‘“‘an extraordi- 
nary proceeding,” and demanded to 
know what Mr. Cullom’s purpose was. 

“TI propose to call up the Anti-scalping 
Bill for consideration,” replied Mr. Cul- 
lum. ‘‘We can discuss questions reiat- 
ing to the subject when we come ¢t6 
them.”’ 

Mr. Teller of Colorado gave notice 
that tomorrow he will address the Sen- 
ate on an anti-expansion resolution. 

SUBSEQUENT PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEVORT. } 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Mr. Platt’s 
promised speech was a constitutional 
argument maintaining the legal right 
of the United States to acquire terri- 
tory, saying he did not propose to dis- 
cuss the policy of expansion nor the 
features of the government we migit 
establish in any foreign territory we 
might acquire. Expansion, he said, 
has been a law of our nationa! growth, 
the mainspring of our national develip- 

ment. He launched into a co.st.iu- 
tional argumeént, quoting extensively 
from authorities treating of the ques- 
tion, and also declared that in the an- 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands, the 
entire question of this government's 
right to acquire foreign territory was 
considered thoroughly and that the 
Senate had settled it satisfactorily and 
thoroughly. 

The United States, he said, had the 
right to acquire territory in all ways 
that are conceded to other sovereign 
nations of the world. It might become 
necessary in the interests of com- 
merce or some other interest. for the 
United States to acquire territory in 
Africa. Shall we be bound by the Con- 
stitution to orgaanize a state from such 
acquired territory and admit its in- 
habitants to citizenship? 

“Suppose,” he continued, “that the 
Senator from Alabama (Mr. Morgan) 
secures the passage of his bill for the 
construction of the Nicaraguan Canali 
(and I pray that he may,) and it 
should be deemed necessary for the 
United States to acquire a strip of land 
along the route of the canal of 2,500,0v0 
acres—I think that is the amount sug- 
gesied—can we not take it? If we take 
it, what clause of the Constitution, 
direct or implied, says we must organ- 
ize the acquired territory cr confer 
citizenship upon the people who in- 
habit 

Mr. Platt declared that Chief Justice 
Taney’s opinion in the Dred Scott case 

and that it was 
too late in these days to resurrect the 
Dred Scott decision as a basis of con- 
stitutional action on the part of the 
United States, 

Mr. Hoar asked Mr. Platt whether he 
decried the doctrine that governments 
derived their just powers from the 
consent of the governed. 

Mr. Platt replied that the consent of 
all those governed was not always 
necessary. When he first became ‘a 
voter, he had to pay $134 for real estate 
in order to receive the privilege of vot- 
ing. In conclusion, Mr. Platt said he 
could not understand the sentiments 
or motives of those who wished to cir- 
cumscribe the powers of the nation. 

Why, he asked, should we belittle 
those powers or strive by subtlety and 
sophistry to hamper the progress and 
growth of the country? Rather than 
pursue this course, why should Sena- 
tors not wish the nation godspeed in its 
mission of extending our free institu- 
tions as far as possible. As for him- 
self, he knew the American people to 
be a liberty-loving and right-doing 
people, and he had no misgivings that 
any administration. of the United 
States would fail in its duty toward 
the people of an acquired territory. He 
had faith in the government and faith 
in its future, and had no disposition to 
condescend to carping criticism or 
craven fear. He had not lost confi- 
dence in the doctrine that right makes 
right, and with a nation guided by that 
prénciple, as he believed this nation to 
be, there could be no doubt that it 
would dare to do its duty bravely to- 
ward any people which might fall 
within the limits of its jurisdiction. 

The conference report of the Urgency 
Deficiency Bill was agreed to. The bill 
granting the right-of-way through the 
San Francisco Mountain forest reserva- 
tion in Arizona, to the Saginaw South- 
ern Railroad, which passed the House 
Saturday, was reported by the Senate. 

Mr. Gallinger, from the Commitee on 
General Expenses, then attempted to 
report the resolution introduced by Mr. 
Proctor providing for the appointment 
of a select committee of the Senate to 
visit Cuba, and report upon the condi- 
tions prevailing there. i 

The effort on Mr. Gallinger’s part de- 
veloped stern resistance from Mr. Hale 
and the occasion of a short explanation 
from Mr. Proctor. 

The Senate then took up the Nica- 
ragua Canal Bill and Mr. Berry of Ar- 
kansas spoke upon his amendments to 
the measure. He announced prelimi- 
narily that, on general principles, he 
was favorable to the construction of 
a canal across the isthmus, and he had 
been so for many years before he felt 
that such an enterprise would promote 
the interests of the Southern States: 
but always contended for its construc- 
tion by the government of the United 
States. He had been hopeful on this 


occasion that it might be possible to

eliminate the Maritime Canal Company 
from the question entirely. He had 
voted against the company’s charter in 
1887. Still, said be, Mr. Morgan in- 
sisted that this accomplishment is out 
of the question at present. If this were 
true, the question now was whether the 
work of constructing the canal should 
proceed under the nasene of the Maritime 
Canal Company or be suspended en- 
tirely. He did not commit himself to 
vote for the bill, even if his amend- 
ments were adopted, but would deter- 
mine that question when a vote was 
reached. Mr. Berry then explained the 
provisions of his amendment. Mr. Al- 
len of Nebraska followed Mr. Berry. 
He was not opposed to the canal 
scheme, he said, because he antagonized 
certain features of the bill. One of its 
most pernicious features would be 
eliminated by the adoption of the Berry 
amendments, namely the bond feature. 

Mr. Caffery of Louisiana at the re- 
quest of Mr. Turner, who was unavoid- 
ably absent, read the latter’s motion to 
postpone the consideration of the bill 
until January 10. Mr. Hoar said he 
thought the canal should be built, and 
at once, 

Mr. Morgan maintained that the con- 
cession of Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
was not forfeitable next October. , 

Mr. Morgan said that the. Berry 
amendments for financing the enter- 
prise were more acceptable to him than 
the provision of the committee. He 
predicted that the United States would 
secure at least 5 per cent. dividends 
upon its investment, and drew a glow- 
ing picture of the use to which the 
funds could be put. 

At 5:15 p.m., the Senate went into ex- 
ecutive sessionfi and at 5:30 adjourned. 
BILL TO GRANT SUBSIDIES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Senator 
Hanna introduced in the Senate, and 
Representative Paine in the Hcuse, 
a bill to grant subsidies for American 
shipping. 

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—HOUSE.— 
Mr. Bailey of Texas, leader of the mi- 
nority, created a flurry at the opening 
of the session by the offering of a reso- 
lution to be referred to the Committee 
on Rules. - 

“Resolved, that the Committee on Ju- 
diciary be, and it is hereby instructed 
to ascertain and report to this House, 
first, whether any member of the House 
accepted any office under the United 
States, and, second, whether the accept- 
ance of such office under the United 
States has vacated the seat of the mem- 
ber accepting 

Mr. Dingley, from the Committee on 
Ways and Means, offered the resolution 
for a holiday recess from Wednesday, 
December 21, to Wednesday, January 4, 
and it was adopted without division. . 

A special order was also made set- 
ting aside January 5 for the consider- 
tion of bills reported by the Judiciary 
Committee. 

This being suspension day, Mr. Wag- 
ner (Rep.) of Pennsylvania moved the 
passage under a suspension of the rules 
of the bill for the proposed Philadelphia 
Exposition of American Products an} 
Manufactures in 1899. oy 

Mr. Bailey (Dem.) of Texas demanded 
a second. When the result,of the vote 
was announced, 94 ayes and 24 nays. 
Mr. Bailey made the point of no quo- 
rum. The Speaker counted 114 mem- 
bers present, and declared the demand 
seconded. This allowed twenty minutes 
on a side for debate. 

The Philadelphia Exposition Bill 
passed the House by 142 to 70. 

A resolution was adopted setting aside 
January 18 for the consideration of 
bills reported from the Interstate Com- 
merce Commisssion. 

A bill was passed to authorize the 
distribution of the assets of the Freed- 
men’s Bank and another to enlarge the 
scope of the Fish Commission to include 
game birds. 

The Senate bill for the relief of John 
W. Lewis of Oregon was passed and 
then, at 2:45 p.m., the House adjourned.

HULL ARMY BILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The House 
Committee on Military Affairs made 
considerable progress on the Hull Bill 
to increase the army. 

In detail, the organization in the sec- 
tions beyond which the committee has 
passed is for an army consisting of one 
lieutenant-general, six major-generals, 
twelve brigadier-generals, twelve regi- 
ments of cavalry, a corps of artillery 
and thirty regiments of infantry, with 
the various staff bureaus, thirty post 
chaplains, the record and pension of- 
fice, the retired list and staff of the 
Military Academy. Section 2 provides 
for the cavalry organization into 
twelve troops, formed of twelve squad- 
rons of four troops each. 


HAWAIIAN BILL.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The Ha- 
waiian Bill was further considered to- 
day by the House Sub-committee on 
Territories. and progress was made 
which takes the committee up to sec- 
tion 15.

“THERE HE COMES.” 


CONSTABLE MORRELL SHOOTS AT 
CONSTABLE HARDESTY.

The Former Had Been Drinking and 

the Two Had Some Words—Bul- 
let Passes Through the Second 
Man’s Hat and He Shoots and 
Kills the First.

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Dec. 19.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] Frank Morrell, 
a constabie, was*shot and killed at..2 
o’clock this morning by Ed Hardesty, 
also a constable, at Williams, a small 
town on the Santa Fé Pacific Raftiroad. 

lt appears that Morrell had been 
drirking tor several days, and it is 
claimed that the men had some wofds 


‘previous to their meeting, which oc- 


curred in May Bryant’s saloon. Mor- 
rell, on seeing Hardesty, made the re- 
mark: “There he comes,” and with a 
word or two, Morrell drew his gun and 
fired at Hardesty, the bullet passing 
through Hardesty’s hat. At this junc- 
ture Hardesty drew his gun and fired 
twice, one shot taking effect in the 
forehead and the. other through the 
heart. Morrell did not utter a word 
after the shooting. 

Morrell was a member of the Order 
of Red Men and Foresters, and funeral 
services will be conducted by the two 
orders.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] ‘I do not wish to repeat 
in the history of the United States the 
history of the Union Pacific and Cen- 
tral Pacific railroads. I am in favor 
of building the Nicaragua Canal. I 
think the people of the Pacific Coast 
are entitled to have this waterway to 
give access to the Atlantic Coast.” 

In these words Senator Hoar of Mas- 
sachusetts emphasized his objection to 
any plan looking to the building of the 
Nicaraguan Canal by a private cor- 
poration and, going further, he advyo- 
cated the securing of the complete con- 
trol of the right-of-way by this gov- 
ernment and pushing of the work to 
completion immediately. It was 8 
field day for canal bills in the Senate, 
although the question under discussion 
was the resolution of Senator Turpfe, 
providing for laying over further dis- 
cussion of the bill until January 10. 

Great progress was made in that the 
objections of Republican and Demo- 
cratic Senators to the bill now before 


the Senate were read and answered in — 


so far as possible by Morgan, and 
points. brought out which will be of 
great value in final action upon the 
measure. It has Ceveloped so far in 
the Sen.Ne dise) sins that there is a 
decided majority on both sides of the 
chamber in favor of the United States 
procuring newer and broader conces- 
sions from Nicaragua, and then pro- 
ceeding to build the canal as it woul@ 
be a river and harbor improvement. 
The Maritime Canal Company mask 
is not relished, and many Senators fear 
there are bound to creep in frauds 
and scandals. Not the least point of 
objection ¢o the present concession Hes 
in the fact that any difference of opin- 
ion over the forefiture of the concession 
next October must be determined by 
arbitration, and that the concession 
lapses in ninety-nine years, and may 
only be extended for’that period by 


‘consent of Nicaragua, which country 


would then become entire owner of the 
canal and all other improvements. This 
last point promises to work against the 
bill in the House, as well as the Sen- 
ate, and there is no doubt that some 
action will be taken to secure its ex-. 
pulsion in case any bill providing for | 
a canal is passed. 

The sub-committee of the House 
Committee en Interstate and For-. 
eign Commerce today completed . 
and will tomorrow submit to the full. 
committee a new canal bill which has 
in it the best features of all measures 
hitherto introduced. It is adaptation 
to the Barham bill, with additions from 
the Morgan and Hepburn-Caffery 
measures. The bill provides for the 
wiping-out of all private stockholdings 
in the canal, and appoints a commis- 
sion to discover the actual outlay of 
the present company, which shall be 
paid an amount not to exceed $5,000,000. 
There shall be issued 925,000 shares of 
the stock of the company to the United 
States: 60,000 to Nicaragua, and 15,000 
to Costa Rica. Each of these gov- 
ernments shal! have one director and 
the United States nine. 


After providing that the Maritime 
Canal Company, with the consent of the 
President, may contract for the con- 
struction of a canal Dill appropriates 
$115,000,000 for carrying on the work, 
the bill further provides, at the discre- 
tion of the President, that the canal 
may be constructed under the super- 
vision of the engineer department of 
the army and permits three engineers 
to enter the service of the company to 
take charge of the work. Section 18 of 
the bill provides that the President is 
authorized to arrange with Nicaragua 
or Costa Rica for any change or modi- 
fication in the terms of the concession, 
and right there, it is expected, the full 
committee will put in a mandatory sen- 
tence imposing upon the President the 
duty of securing a perpetual concession 
for a canal before any moneys are ex- 
pended. 3 

The bill closes with a declaration of 
the neutrality of the canal and its inno- - 
cent use by nations upon equal terms, 
In case any nation may be at war with 
the United States, the use of the canal 
is denied such nation, and the right to 
protect the canal is reserved by this 
country. This bill is, by long odds, the 
most simple and direct of all measures 
so far proposed under conditions of 
which the canal shall be built by using . 
existing concessions, It is modelled te 
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meet many of the objections which have | 


been brought out in the Senate discus- 
sfon, and it is expected it will receive 
more serious consideration than any 
measure proposed. 


WASHINGTON NOTES. 


Division of Mines and Mining—Monnt 
Wilson Railway. 
[RY DINECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Senator Perkins today in- 
troduced a joint resolution providing 
for a division of mines and mining under 
the geological survey. The resolution 
provides for $115,000 to carry on the 
work. This course is taken for the pur- 
pose of accomplishing what, it is ex- 
pected, will not be reached by an at- 
tempt to secure a Department of Mines 
with a Cabinet officer, as there will be 
too much objection to this increase in 
the number of departments. The sur- 
veyor has now all the machinery to 
take care of this subject, and can col- 
lect and distribute information with 
Slight addition to the force.

Senator Perkins today sent to Reci- 
procity Commissioner Kasson many 
samples of seedless raisins and Zante 
raisins grown .in California, to illus- 
trate the points of competition which 
arise when the foreign product is given 
access to the markets of the country. 

HAWATIAN LABOR LAWS.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There will be introduced in 
both houses tomorrow a bill to extend 
the labor laws over the Hawaiian 
Islands. The bill was prepared by the 
Department of Labor and deals alone 
with the subject, the exclusion provi- 
sion beings left to a general bill. Sena- 
tor Perkins will place the bill before 
the Senate and Congressman Barham 
before the House. The Dill provides 
that all laws and regulations of the 
United States now in force in regard to

approved July 7, 1898, so far as such 
lav's_be made applicable that emigrant 
stations with sufficient number of of- 
ficials shall be established at such.

Senator Mason of Illinois Introduces 
a Bill for Retaliation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Senator 
Mason of Ililnois today introduced in 
the Senate a resolution directing the 
Committee on Agriculture to inquire 
{nto certain legislation pending before 
the German Reichstag calculated to 
prohibit the importation into Germany 
of American sausages and other meat 
products, and directing the committee, 
should the legislation became law,. to 
report immediately a bill to require 
the inspection of sugars, meat, wines 
and other food products which are now 
imported into this country from Ger- 
many.

DECORATED BY CONFEDERATED 
VETERANS AT MACON. 


Greeted by a Larger Crowd Than 
Has Gathered Since Jefferson 
Last Visit. 


FINE TROOPS PASS IN REVIEW. 


EXECUTIVE AND CUBAN WAR 
HEROES DELIVER ADDRESSES. 


After Driving About Party Leaves 
for Augusta About Noon—Gen. 
Lawton to Command Camp 
at Huntsville. 


[ASSOCI4TED PRESS NIGHT REPORT! 

MACON (Ga.,) Dec. 19.—The Presi- 
dent and his party were received here 
by the largest crowd which has 
gathered since the ast visit of Jef- 
ferson Davis to this city; Drawn up 
in front of the station was the Bibb 
County Camp of Confederate Surviv- 
ors’ Association, 400 strong, headed by 
Commander C. M,. Wiley. As the 
President reached the old Confederates 
he was hailed by Col. Wiley, who 
welcomed the visitors in the felicitous 
speech. As the President was about 
to proceed, Dr. Roland B. Hall, another 
veteran. addressed him as follows: 

“Mr. President: In behalf of our 
noble dead, and as Confederate veter- 
ans, we are here to manifest our ap- 
preciation of the noble and generous 
sentiment you have recently uttered. 
Do us the honor, sir, to accept and 
wear this badge of a Confederate Vet- 
erans' Association, which bears your 
likeness and words which should en- 


dear you to the heart of every Con- 
federate,”’ | 


“I do not know that it would be 
proper.”’ said the President. 

“But you must,” said Dr. Hall, and 
without further ceremony, the Presi- 
dent marched ahead with Judge Speer. 


on the Fresident’s coat as he passed 
through the lines of veterans, calied 
forth vociferous cheering. The Presi- 
dent wore the badge during his stay in 
Macon. 
The Presidential party was driven in 
carriages to the stand where the Presi- 
dent was to review the troops of Gen, 
Bates’ division of Gen. Wilson’s army 
corps. As his carriage passed the 
Confederate monument, an old Con- 
federate veteran frantically waved a 
Confederate flag, while by his side 
was the son of the colonel of one of 
Georgia’s hardest fighting Confederate 
regiments, who was as_ vigorously 
waving the Stars and Stripes. 
When the President was abreast of 
him, the two flags were brought to a 
salute, side by side. The incident 
seemed to appeal to the President. Em- 
blazoned on the base of the monument 
were the words of the President about 
the graves of the Confederate dead. 
The troops made a fine appearance in 
review. After the review a great crowd 


steady rain was falling. Judge Bmory 
Speer introduced the President, and.his 
remarks were frequently interrupted by 
cheers. 

Then there were loud calls for Gen. 
Wheeler, who responded briefly. Gen, 
Shafter was next called, and made a 
brief speech.

PRESIDENT’S SPEECH, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


MACON (Ga.,) Dec.’ 19.—President 
McKinley, speaking from the reviewing 
stand, said: | 

“It gives me great pleasure to meet 
and greet the citizens of Macon, with 
many of whom I have been associated 
in public life. It has given me pleasure 
to witness the review of the soldiers 
of the United States. . 

‘How much, indeed, has this nation 
to be thankful for at this hour! With 
what reverent gratitude we should ex- 
press our thankfulness to divine 
Providence which has so tenderly cared 
for the American people. We have been 
at war with a foreign power. The war 
ended after 113 days-of-.conflict,.._a 
conflict on two oceans; a conflict in the 
east and in the west 12,000 miles apart, 
with 50,000 of our soldiers on distant 
shores and 20,000 sailors and marines 
afloat, with a loss in army and navy 
of less than 2000 men, and without the 
loss of a ship or sailor or soldier or flag 
by capture. Never before was there a 
more magnificent army mustered, and 
never was an army mustered for a 
holier cause or a more glorious flag 
than the Stars and Stripes. [Cheers 
and applause.] On the 24th day of 
this month, the day before Christmas, 
our peace commissioners will deliver 
to the President of the United States a 
treaty of peace, a treaty with honor, 
peace with blessed tidings to a strug- 
gling people east and west, 

“IT congratulate my people on an- 
other fact. We have not triumphed 
over our enemy alone, but we have tri- 
umphed over our own prejudices, and 
we are now a united country. [Pro- 
longed cheers and applause.] It has 
done my heart good to witness the 
demonstration of patriotism from. one 
end of this country to the other. Six 
weeks ago I went to the extreme West, 
I met there a wave of patriotism. I 
come to the South, and I witness the 
same spirit of joyalty and devotion to 
a common country with a common 
faith under a + common flag. [Ap- 
plause.] I know this great audience 
wants to see the heroes of the war. 
They are here with you—Shafter and 
Wheeler and Lawton and Bates, and 
others who were conspicucus in the re- 
cent conflict, (Cheers) and I give way 
that you may have the pleasure of 
meeting them and other distinguished 
gentlemen who. are in my party, as l 
journey through the South.” [Great

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Special In- 
dian Agent Jenkins, in a report on the 
question submitted to Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs Jones, on the investiga- 
tion of the timber operations on the 
Chippewa reservation in Minnesota 
makes some statements radically differ- 
ing from: those in other reports. 

He says. that during the last fiscal 
year, 48,919,946 feet of reservation pine 
timber, cut and banked there, were sold 
at an average of $4.78 per thousand. 
There were thirty-two camps in opera- 
tion, and there were 88 1-3 percentage 
of the wages due the laborers in the 
camps of the settlement. On the di- 
minished reservation, the special agent 
Says there were 22,262,907 feet cut and 
banked, sold at $4.96 per thousand, and 
the laborers were paid 95% per cent. of 
the amount due them on settlernent. 

He says the trouble was in the man- 
agement of the camp. Owing to the 
inability of many of the camps to pay, 
the laborers claim they were last to be 
paid, and scores of Indians did not re- 
ceive the wages they expected, and 
Of fifty- 
three camps in operation the past fiscal 
year, many employed Indian labor, and 
very few had over 50 per cent., the 
Indian labor average being from 15 
to 20 per cent. The system of stores 
maintained by the camps with their 
exorbitant prices and credit to reck- 
less Indian laborers, is stated to have 
been the cause of dissatisfaction. And 
the @ccounts were not promptly item- 
ized, and they are locsely made out 
with no apparent check on purchases, 
and give abundant opportunity for 
fraud. 

The chief source of all the Indians’ 
complaints was that the green timber 
of the reservation was being ruthlessly 
cut down and destroyed under pretense 
of being dead-and-down timber. At 
five councils held with the Indians from 
various portions of the reservation, Mr. 
Jenkins says that they vehemently pro- 
tested against further cutting of the 
co-called dead-and-down timber. They 
are convinced that more than one-half 
of the timber cut has been of the best 
green and growing pine, and that they 
are realizing little or nothing from it. 
The agent says he found these com- 
plaints well-founded, and that. evi- 
dences of the clean cutting of every- 
thing merchantable were abundant 
everywhere, 

“The Indians, however,” he _ con- 
cluded, ‘‘are desirous of having the 
timber operations resumed on the basis 
of common sense and common honesty. 
They favor the selling outright of all 
this pine timber at not less than $2 
per thousand for Norway, and $3 for 
white, as it stands, or the putting in 
of mills by the government under the 
Menomee plan. Either, I think, would 
result satisfactorily.”

TERMS UF THE PEACE. 


TEXT OF THE TREATY MADE PUB- 
LIC AT MADRID. 


Cewsion of Territory and Transfer of 
All Indications of Sovereignty 
Provided For—Mrs. Hearst Gets 
a Bust, 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 20,—[(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Madrid special says the 
following is a translation of the Span- 
ish copy of the treaty of peace signed 
at Paris. The preamble is forma] and 
brief. The treaty is as follows: 

“Article One—Spain renounces all 
right to sovereignty in Cuba. Whereas 
said isle when evacuated by Spain is to 
be occupied by the United States, the 
United States while occupation con- 
tinues, shall take upon themselves and 
fulfill the ogligations which, by the fact 
of occupation, international law im- 
poses on them ‘for protection of life 
and property. 

“Second—Spain cedes to the United 
States the island of Porto Rico and 
other islands now under sovereignty in 
the West Indies and the isle of Guam. 

“Third—Spain cedes to the United 
States the archipelago known as the 
Philippines, comprising islands situated 
between the-following lines: (Here fol- 
low the exact geographféal boundaries 
of the archipelago.) The United States 
shall pay Spain the svtrn of $20,000,000 
within three months after the inter- 
change of ratifications of the treaty. | 
“Fourth—The United States shall, 
during the term of ten years, counting 
from the interchange of ratifications of 
the treaty, admit to the ports of the 
Philippines Spanish ships and merchan- 
dise under the same conditions as ships 
and merchandise of the United States. 

“Fifth—The United States, on the 
signing of the present treaty, shall 
transport to Spain at their cost the 
Spanish soldiers whom the A-nerican 
forces made prisoners of war when Ma- 
nila was captured. The arms of these 
soldiers shall be returned to therm. 
Spain, on the interchange of the ratifi- 
cation of the present treaty, shall pro- 
ceed to evacuate the Philippine islands, 
also Guam, on conditions similar to 
those agreed to by commissions named 
to conduct the evacuation of Porto Rico 
and other islands in the Western An- 
tilles, according to the pratocol’of Au-

FEW SPANISH YARNS 


REFUGEES TELL OF FIENDISH 
FILIPINO FROLIC. 


Lieutenant Carried Through Streets 
‘Suspended a la Hog from a 
: Bamboo Pole. 


SHOT AT TILL UNCONSCIOUS. 


PRIESTS MADE TO HEAD PROCES- 
SION AS JOB LOT BRASS BAND. 


Natives Deny Accusations and Al. 
lege Spanish Atrocities—Three 
Men Killed by Explosion. 
Cubans Celebrate,

MANILA, Nov. 12, Associated Press 
Correspondence wired from San Fran- 
cisco, Dec. 19.—The claim so strenu- 
ously made by the natives that they 
are a highly-civilized race, is not borne 
out by the facts, according to Spanish 
refugees from the north who have just 
reached here. They say that after the 
Surrender of the town of Aparri, the 
insurgents formed a parade, the cen- 
tral feature of which was a Spanish 
lieutenant, who was carried along the 
Streets suspended from a bamboo pole, 
to which his hands and feet were tied, 
just as hogs are carried by coolies. 
On arrival at the plaza, the procession 
halted, the pole was placed upon two 
forked sticks, and a squad of rebels 
proceeded to terrorize their helpless 
victim by shooting as close to his head 
as was possible without wounding him. 
When the unfortunate man was un- 
conscious with terror, the procession 
moved on again. 

Another story is told of a Spanish 
officer being confined in a cell with 
his hands tied behind his back, and 
compelled to eat the food allotted to 
him from the*fioor of the cell, like a 
dog. Not satisfied with this, his cap- 
tors are said to have hooked a rope to 
his swollen wrists, and, through a pul- 
ley overhead, hauled him off his feet 
until he fainted with agony. 

Still another refugee states that be- 
cause he threw some papers which he 
did not wish the rebels to have, into 
a@ cesspool, the natives, wpon learning 
of it, dropped him into the hole and 
compelled him to recover the papers.

The Spanish priests who were cap-

Aguinaldo’s official organ, the Re- 
public Filipina, announces that its 
Paris correspondent, presumably the 
same Agoncillo, says, that the Philip- 
pine group has been ceded to the 
United States, which ‘will grant inde- 
pendence to the Filipinos after a time, 
which is to he fixed by protocol, and 
which will not be less than six years, 
if the Filipinos show that they have 
a satisfactory faculty of governing 
themselves.”’ Aguinaldo has seen fit to 
remove the embargo upon Americans, 
and has issued an order granting the 
right to travel through the territory, 
at pesent held by the revolutionary 
government, to all foreigners except 
Spaniards, so long as they are un- 
armed. No one, however, may approach 
within 200 meters of any forts or in- 
trenchments, or carry a kodak under 
penalty of arrest. Any Spaniard who 
sets foot on Philippine territory, if 
captured, will be adjudged with mili- 
tary law.

FIGHTING AT ILOILO. 


Merchants Anxiously Awaiting the 
Arrival of the Americans, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


MANILA, (P. IL,) Dec. 19.—[By Asi- 
atic Cable.] The steamer Brutus has 
arrived here from Iloilo with 345 na- 
tive soldiers, and 7 priests on board. 
She reports that fighting occurred at 
lloilo nightly, and the merchants there 
are anxiously awaiting the arrival of 
Americans to relieve the situation. The 
streets of Iloilo are almost deserted. 
The Spanish officers admit that it is 
impossible for them to maintain their 
position at Iloilo ufMess they are speed- 
ily reinforced. They are surrounded 
by superior forces of insurgents who 
are estimated to number 25,000 men. 
Against them the Spaniards have only 
2500 rifles. 

The authorities here have allowed 125 
soldiers from the steamer Union to 
land on proving residence upon the 
island of Luzon. The landing of oth- 
ers from the same steamer is still un- 
decided upon. The United - States 
transport Ohio has sailed from Naga- 
saki, Japan. 

The body of Frank M. Kruz, who 
was drowned in the river, has been 
recovered and buried at Paco.

Carleton is dead. 

COMMUNICATION CUT OFF. 

What with the uncertainty as to the 
future disposition of the islands, and 
the state of affairs existing outside of 
the limits of the city of Manila, which 
are the bounds of American jurisdic- 
tion, business in the Philippines is in 
almost as bad a condition today as it 
was’ six months ago. 

From May 1 until the surrender of 
Manila, August 13 last, the only means

of communication between this city 
and the other ports in the islands was 
entirely cut off, since all coasting 
steamers were under the Spanish flag, 
and had to lie up during the blockade. 
With the advent of the American army 
it was hoped that trade would be re- 
sumed almost immediately, but in spite 
of the fact that arrangements have 
been made between the American and 
Spanish authorities toward that end, 
the fact remains that the interisland 
trade, which, in time of peace, 
amounted annually to over. $500,000,000, 
has dwindled down to less than one- 
fifth of its normal volume. The largest 
import firms have enormous stocks, but 
cannot dispose of them, for the reason 
that communication inland is blocked 
by the insurgents, and also because 
buyers are holding off, in the belief 
that the proposed changes in the tariff 
will be to their advantage. Exporters 
have nothing to export, because the 
hemp-growing provinces are up in 
arms against the Spaniards, and both 
sugar and tobacco plantations are idle. 
For the same cause few shipments of 
hemp have been made, but the insur- 
gents collected heavy duties upon it in 
the southern provinces, and taxed the 
vessels carrying it tonnage dues in ad- 
dition thereto. 

Indeed, it is stated, on reliable au- 
thority that the rebels are imposing 
burdens on commerce within the very 
walls of Manila. For instance, a per 
capita tax is levied upon every passen- 
ger who is foolish enough to accede 
to the demand upon the ferry across 
the bay to Cavite. Then again, collec- 
tors stand at the gates of all the big 
factories on pay day and mulct the 
employés, according to their salaries, 
as they leave, This only affects the 
Filipinos, but # tends to show that the 
rebels can and are doing pretty much 
as they like, in spite of the authorities. 

As far as their troops are concerned, 
they are for the most part amenable to 
reason. Some of them who were quar- 
tered in the suburbs presumed to exer- 
cise their authority, but after Aguin- 
aldo had summoned Pio de Pilar and 
one or two other turbulent spirits to 
Malolos and kept them under his im- 
mediate supervision, there was no 
further trouble. They still surround 
the city, but at such distance as to no 
longer be a menace to the peace or 
safety of the suburban residents of 
Manila.

What an Old Resident There Terms 
. the Philippines. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Madrid says one of 
the best-informed men in Spain on the 
subject of the Philippine Archipelago. 
having lived in the Philippines for a 
long time and being personally ac- 
quainted with the leaders of the pres- 
ent insurrection, thinks the Americans 
will not meet with much difficulty in 
establishing their dominion over the 
archipelago. 

In regard to the monks, of whom 
he spoke without animosity, he thought 
they constituted the power in the coun- 
try which could be utilized, but their 
sphere of action, he thought, should be 
limited to purely religious and moral 
functions. Spain, he said, has not lost 
much in losing the Philippines. Instead 
of a Spanish colony, it was a monastic 
colony, the enormous profits of which 
went to Rome and into the hands of 
chiefs of various orders, which ex- 
ploited the archipelago. 

“There are many who think that the 
origin of all the insurrections of the 
Tagalo was the creation by the monks 
of universities at Manila, which dis- 
tributed every year a great quantity 
of diplomas to the natives who thus re- 
garded themselves as young literary 
men, but who had more arrogance than 
knowledge. The monks filled the empty 
heads of the Tagalos with the theory 
of Roman law and the philosophy of 
St. Augustine and St. Thomas. Ma-. 
sonic ledges and Spanish Liberal Demo- 
cratic newspapers quickly transformed 
this kind of learning into revolution- 
ary aspirations and protest against an 
insupportable theocratic domination. 
It is very probable that a few schools 
of the arts and crafts of agriculture 
would have produced absolutely the 
contrary results.

HAVANA’S DESTITUTE. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—A dispatch to 
the World from Havana says the dis- 
tributing of the relief ship Comal’s 
cargo will begin Tuesday under the di- 
rection of Lieut. Lang of the First 
Louisiana Volunteers. Food supplies 
to the amount of 150 tons have been 
landed, and arrangements will be made 
with local committees for distribution 
among the poor of Havana. The World 
correspondent accompanied Lieut. 
Lang on a tour of the city to ascertain 
the actual condition and necessities of 
the poor. At the Mozoro Insane Asy- 
lum a horrible state of affairs was 
discovered. One hundred and twenty 
inmates, emaciated and showing every 
sign of starvation, are now confined 
there. Six months ago there were over 
800 in this asylum, but death and star- 
vation have reduced their numbers to 
about one-seventh of that figure. The 
Spanish government withdrew its 
grant, and, although money was raised 
for the institution, corrupt officials em- 
bezzled most of it, leaving the patients 
destitute. A large quantity of the 
‘Comal’s food has been handed over to 
them. 

Several tenement houses near the 
city, were visited. There, crowded in 
filthy rooms over livery stables, the 
stench from which filled the atmos- 
phere, lived more than twenty families. 
All kinds of sickness were found, and, 
lying in a corner of one room were 
two persons with yellow fever. They 
had no medical attention, were with- 
out even the common necessities of 
life, and judging from their condition, 
had but a few hours to live. Other in- 
mates were similarly destitute, and 
suffering from diseases bred by filth 
and hunger. Pinched and wan, they 
blessed the approach of the American 
relief with its hope of small alleviation 
of their misery.

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UNCLE SAM A BANKERQ 


NEW YORK NOW THE MONEY MAR- 
KET OF THE WORLD. 


So Says Henry Clews—Other Finan- 
ciers of National Reputation 
Give Their Views on the Reports 
That Foreign Powers are Trying 
to Float Loans Here. 


{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—A special from 
Washington says that there are seers 
who predict that Uncle Sam will be- 
come the banker for the world. Two 
Old World governments, Russia and 
Japan, have turned their faces to the 
United States in search of loans. Rus- 
sia, at least, has had agents sound 
American financiers. This is the first 
time -foreign governments have tried. 


‘to float loans in Amerita, and wise 
men think it is the beginning of a new 
era.

It is said Japan needs the money to 
meet the deficit in her revenue pro- 
duced by heavy expenditures for land 
and sea armament, and also to assist 
her in the establishment of a national 
industrial bank. That is Japan's offi- 
cial explanation of her needs. In diplo- 
matic circles it is shrewdly suspected 
that Japan is preparing herself for an 
ultimate struggle with Russia, and has 
been hurried by the activity of Russia 
in borrowing $55,500,000 to replace her 
artillery with rapid-fire guns. It was 
learned at one of the legations today 
that this loan recently made in France, 
is only one-fourth of what Russia ac- 
tually needs, and that Russia has come 
to this country for assistance, because 
she failed to get all she wishes from 
France. It is presumed that Japan 
and Russia between them, will want 
$400,000,000. 

WHAT THE CONSULS’ SAY. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—In regard to 
the reported application of one of the 
foreign powers for a loan in the United 
States, Mr. Tepliff, the Russian Consul, 
says: 

“T have heard nothing of Russia 
or any other foreign government being 
desirous of negotiating a loan in the 
United States, but it would be quite 
possible for such negotiations to be in 
progress without my hearing of them, 
Naturally, though. were the Russian 
government to seek for money here, I 
should expect to know of it, and, not 
knowing of it, I do not believe that it 
is so.” 

Edmond Bruwaert, the French Con- 
sul-General, said: “I have héard noth- 
ing of any European government trying 
to negotiate a loan in the United States. 
I think it highly improbable.” 

Henry Clews, the banker, said: “I 
think that Mr. Eckels, who gave out 
the report, has heard of negotiations 
begun by a foreign government, but 
not an European government. I am 
bound in confidence not to name the 
government, but I may say that a little 
more than a month ago, I was asked to 
make an offer as to the terms on which 
I would negotiate a loan of from $10,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000. I made my offer 
and have not yet received a reply. New 
York is now the money market of the 
world.” 


BANKERS INTERVIEWED. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—A number of 
Chicago bankers and financiers have 
been interviewed in relation to the re- 
ported application of one of the Euro- 

n powers for a heavy loan in the 
United States. Isaac G. Lombard, 
president of the American National 
Bank, said: 

“T hardly think that this country will 
make a loan to Russia, at least not a 
large one. There is surplus money 
here, but not enough to warrant a 
large national foreign loan. America 
has made many foreign loans, but not 
to governments. Rates here are about 
as low as anywhere at present.” 

Ernest A. Hamill, president of the 
Corn Exchange National Bank, said: 

“There is no question bit that this 
country is becoming so rich that its 
surplus money will seek investment 
abroad. The balances in its favor are 
growing larger, and it is accumulatin 
wealth at a rate that is unprecedented. 
Money, consequently, is easier here 
than elsewhere. For this reason, though 
the proposition of making a loan to 
a foreign government is unprecedented 


altogether probable. In case such a 
loan is made, Chicago is in a position to 
provide a considerable share of it.” 
There is no doubt but that if Russia 
wants a loan, this would be the nat- 
ural piace to seek it,” said J. B. For- 
gan. vice-oresident of the First Na- 
tional Park. “The American money 
market at present is the easiest in the 
world. The New York banks last week 
added. $10,000,000 to their accumulated 
surplus, and the Chicago banks $5,000,-

Elbridge G. Barth of the Metropolitan 
National Bank said: ‘“‘The idea of the 
United States making a loan to Russia 
does not seem possible, chiefly because 
the American financiers. are not well 
enough acquainted with affairs in Rus- 
sia to make a loan without a great 
deal of caution. The financial relations 
have not been close between the two 
countries, and the matter would ap- 
pear in a different light if England or 
Germany or France or Belgium, or 
any of the countries with which we 
have a large trade, should seek to 
make the loan. Then, too, specie pay- 
ment in Russia is a new thing, and 
there would be question as to the sta- 
bility of conditions there. But Amer- 
ica now has a large’ surplus to its 
credit, due to temporary conditions 
largely in its favor, such as increased 
exports and large foreign credit bal- 
ances. But this couniry has lots of use 
for its money in developing its own in- 
dustries and resources, and though 
there is much American money abroad, 
it does not seem probable that Ameri- 
can capital would seek investment in 
any large sums in Russia.’’ 

Chauncey J. Blair, president of the 
Merchants’ National Bank, said: “I 
know nothing about conditions in Rus- 
sia or the probability of that country 
trying to negotiate a government loan 
in America, but the conditions of the 
money market are such as to make the 
story credible.”

THOSE RUSSIAN BONDS. 


in This Country. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Information 
concerning the Russian government 
loan sought to be placed-in this coun- 
try was given out today ‘by J. & W. 
Seligman & Co. This firm’s’ London 
representative cabled to the New York 
house asking whether or not-they could 
place $10,000,000 4 per cent. thirty-year 
Russian railway bonds, guaranteed by 
The matter 
was considered and decided in the neg- 
ative. Isaac N. Seligman said today: 

“Russian government 4 per cent. 
bonds are selling at between 102 and 
104. The bonds of the RuSsian govern- 
ment are generally taken in this coun- 
try in exchange for concessions: by that 
government. For instance, the life-in- 
surance companies of this city prob- 
ably own $5,000,000 to $7,000,000, which 
they have purchased from the Russian 
government, and hold in pursuance to 
a contract with the Russian govern- 
inent permitting them to transact a 
life-insurance business in Russia. 
« “We made a careful inquiry among 
bankers in this city, and, although we 
found some bankers prepared to take 
an interest in the proposed loan, at 
the same time we did not find sufficient 
interest taken by others, so we dropped 
the business. We don't think the pres- 
ent moment is opportune for selling 
Russian bonds in this e6éuntry. If the 
favorable balance of trade continués, 
however, dt is not improbable that 
within a year or two these bonds can 
oa advantageously in our mar- 

et.

Sees No Future for the World but 
Revolutionary Anarchy. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—A dispatch to 
the Times from London says at the 
great public conference: heid Sunday 
afternoon in St. James Ffall. favoring’ 
an international ratification of the 
Czar’s peace proposition, William T. 
Stead said that though he could. not 
give the exact words of the Cazr in a 
recent interview, the substance of what 
his majesty said was as follows: . ‘ 

“I look out over the world; I study; 
our civilization and Ido not. find: 
very good. Isee nations all engaged,in 
seizing or trying to seize all ‘territory

For the na- 
tive races what does imperial expan- 
sion mean?

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Dec. 19.—Reports 
received during the last few days in- 
dicate that the recent snowstorm was 
more severe in the mountains than was 
formerly thought, and it is predicted 
it will result in a considerable loss of 
stock. Thirty thousand sheep are re- 
ported snowed in the Rattle Snake, 
Tanks and Mogallon mountains, the 
snow being forty inches deep, with no 
possibility of getting the sheep out. 
Several bands of sheep en route to 
the Salt River Valley from the north- 
ern part of the Territory are snow- 
bound near Camp Verde, and the sheep 
are dying. 

Snow fully thirty inches deep is re- 
ported from Verde Valley, the heaviest 
ever known before in thirty years be- 
ing twelve inches. The dead bodes of 
three men were recently found at dif- 
ferent point in the mountains, over- 
come in. the storm, and afterwards 
freezing to death. 


THAT LOCKWOOD DROUTH. 


Editor Woodruff of the San Miguel 
Messenger Explains It. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SACRAMENTO, Dec. 19.—The Bee to- 


day publishes a letter from L. B. 


Woodruff, editor of the San Miguel 
Messenger, relative to the stories to the 
effect that, owing to the drouth, people 
in the vicinity of Lockwood, Monterey 
county, are on the verge of starvation. 
In th course of his letter Editor 
Woodruff says: “Though the railroad 
company has to send out of the county 
for labor, the nickle-in-the-slot ma- 
chines are overflowing with nickels, 
gamblers have their pockets well 
lined with golden twenties, and there 
was ample employment at fair wages 
for all in the Hanford section during 
the summer season just passed, but 
destitution is alleged, too, and prob- 
ably does exist in this part of the State 
as 2 result of the prolonged drouth. 
And, notwithstanding that the County 
Treasurers’ offices at San Luis Obispo 
and Monterey counties are well filled 
with coin, and the Supervisors have 
expressed and shown their willingness 
to assist all worthy people in need, re- 
lief committees have been formed, and 
contributed generously to the amelio- 
ration of the cases of distress brought 
to notice, and still a number of the 
people of Lockwood and vicinity, in 
Monterey county, have petitioned the 
Governor for immediate aid. 
“Supervisor Redmond of Monterey 
and Supervisor. Willot of San Luis 
Obispo county have been over the dis- 
tricts where the most suffering is said 
te exist, and where the effects of the 
drouth are said to be the most disas- 
trous, and are unable, so they state, to 
see the large number of people re- 
ported to be in sore straits. In fact, 
the sympathies of these two officials 
were so imposed upon when, as the first 
reports of want came to their notice 
they gave orders to various merchants 
to furnsh supplies and render accounts 
later, that they now require, as a pro- 
tection, requests for aid to be accom- 


panied by petitions signed by respon- 
sible parties. 

‘It cannot be dened that the gaunt 
wolf of famine stalks through many 

rtions of this famous valley of the 

alinas, yet it is a fact which credit- 
able citiens affirm, that in some fami- 
lies which have partaken of public char- 
ity, there are able-bodied fathers and 
sons unwilling to go frem their miser- 
able homes to seek employment. And 
still, that innocent women and helpless 
children should not be permitted to 
starve because their proper providers 
are shiftless, is equally true. 

Those competent to know state that 
there is no need for this condition of 
suffering among many of the people 
here. For, when some—not all—of the 
farmers have had an over-abundance 
of straw they have burned rather than 
stack it, when the harvests have been 
bounteous, a portion was not put by 
for any emergency.” 

RELIEF SUPPLIES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ]

with meat, flour, bacon, potatoes, tea, 
coffee, etc., to the value of $500, was 
sent from here at 12:46 o'clock today to 
the suffering people of Monterey 
county.

_MULTIMILLIONAIRES. 


Live at the Corners of Fifth Avenue 
and Fifty-seventh Street, 


[New York Journal:] Multimillion- 
aires’ Four Corners is situated at Fifth 
avenue and Fifty-seventh street, in 
this city. If you stand in the middle 
of the avenue you see a multimillion- 
aire’s house on every corner—the hub 
f the American millionaires’ universe. 

On the northwest corner is the house 
of Cornelius Vanderbilt, on the north- 
east corner that of Herman Oelrichs, on 
the southwest corner that of Harry 
Payne Whitney, and on the southeast 
corner that of Collis P. Huntington. 

The total wealth of these four house- 
holders is more than §$220,000,000. The 
real estate they occupy, without con- 
sidering the houses at all, is worth $2,- 
000,000. The estimated value of their 
contents is $10,000,000. They are all 
multimillionaires. For neighbors they 
have more millionaires. Those who 
live on the four blocks that contain 
Multimillionaires’ Four Corners spend 
more money than any equal number of 
persons living anywhere in the world. 

Of these four great houses two are 
far greater than any others in the city. 
They are the palaces of Cornelius Van- 
derbilt and of Collis P. Huntington. 
That of Mr. Vanderbilt occupies a 
whole block on Fifth avenue, a far 
greater space than any other private 
dwelling. That of Huntington occu- 
pies less ground’ space, but it is a 
marvel of architecture. 


TERRIBLE JUDICIAL ERROR.

They were, however. terribly afraid 
of being detected, and when the mer- 
chant happened to die in the inn just 
at the opportune moment for them 
they concocted the story of murder and 
caused the innocent Cazek to be found 
guilty of murder and hanged. The 
two unscrupulous perjurers are now 
awaiting trial! for their awful crime.

MOTORS AND MILK. 


Joe Leiter Announces itis Fatore 
Fields of Activity. 
[Chicago Chronicie:} Joesph Leiter, 


of locomotives, writer of books, head 
of milk combines and promoter of 
compressed-air motor enterprises, re- 
turned to Chicago yesterday morning, 
after an absence of several weeks, and 
at once made the announcement that 
the Chicago horse has had his day. He 
is to be displaced by the motor for 
which compressed air will be the power. 

The young capitalist was seated in his 


office last night when he issued his 
death warrant to the horse. He had 
just closed a meeting with a number 
of dairymen, in which another step 


toward the consummation of the milk 
trust had been taken. Altogether it 
had been a busy day for him and the 
hour was late, but the man who is 
credited with giving P. D. Armour one 
of the greatest wheat scares of his life 
was not tco tired to discuss the motive 
power that is to displace the horse. 

“The horse does altogether too much 
work in Chicago,” said Mr. Leiter by 
way of opening the subject. “Statisti- 
clans will tell you that horses in cht- 
cego propel more pounds each day thap 
do all the different motive powers usel 
on surface and elevated railroads put 
together. This ought not so to be, and 
it will not be unless my plans mis- 
earry frightfully. 

“Ags has been generally reported, I 
now own an interest in’the European 
and American rights to the only com- 
pressed air motor that has been a@ prac- 
tical success, the only one that would 
do the work demanded of it. Next 
month I am going abroad to promote 
a great English company to advance 
the interests of the motor. From the 
London office we will extend our inter- 
ests into every country in Europe.’ 

“The London house once established, 
I am coming back to America, and 
then we shall see what compressed air 
can do for Chicago. Today our trucks, 
vans. carriages and ‘busses are pro- 
pelled alorg the street by horse power. 
By the end of another year I hope to 
seo many of these horses displaced. by 
the motors in which I am interested. 

“The "husses which run between our 
railway stations should be propelled 
by motors. Then there can be no balk- 
ink. no running away, or, in fact, none 
of the present discomforts and incon- 
veniences connected with the use of 
horses. .The great business houses will 
find it to their advantage to do away 
with their draught horses and adopt our 
motors. 

“The Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals will certainly wel- 
come the coming of these motors. J 
won't say that they are officially in- 
dorsed by it, but nevertheless the so- 
ciety will be greatly aided in its work 
by their use.” 

Mr. Leiter was turning again to his 
work, when he was asked about the 
milk trust. “Oh, yes, the dairy com- 
bine,” he exclaimed. ‘‘Well, that is not 
entirely formed as yet, although we 
are progressirg. Really that is to he 
one of the octopusiike trusts. At the 
present time one can count the wagons 
of five or six dairy companies in every 
block in’ the residence district at an 
early morning hour. We ere going to 
combine the larger of the dairy compa- 
nies so as to minimize the expenses 
of management. The consumer wil! 
not pay any more for his miik, and 
neither will he find that it is any bluer 
than it is at present. And the pro- 
ducers, the farmers who own the cows, 
in the district adjacent to Chicago, wil] 
fare, if anything, far better than they 
do now. 

“Of my other enterprises? Well, I 
must ask to be excused. T am chiefty 
interesetd in milk and air just at pres- 
ent.” And the young financier turned 
to attack a huge heap of correspond- 
ence in spite of the fact that it was 
nearly 8 o’clock in the eveniner, the 
time when most. men of business are 
fupposed to have ended their labors for 
the day.

These “ngagsides,” No. 1 and No, 
2, respectively, thdugh ushered upon 
the scene with much pomp, pageantry 
and pretense, are in reality broad- 
sides fired by popguns. They consist 
entirely of isolated extracts from vari- 
ous sources, having either a remote 
or a direct bearing upon questions of 
political economy and social evolu- 
tion, but having very little bearing 
upon the practical questions which 
now confront the American people in 
connection with the great physical 
and moral problems growing out .-of. 
our recent war with Spain. The 
compilers of these so-called “broad- 
sides” have found it necessary, in 
order to coyer their sterile wastes of 
white paper, to draw upon the liter- 
ature of the past. The Dark Ages 
and the Middle Ages are laid under 
contribution. The language of the 
psalmist, the tragedies of Shakespeare, 
and eke the lucubrations of David 
Starr Jordan, president of Stanford 
University, are invoked in a frantie 
endeavor to prove that the United 
States should refuse to accept tle 
fruits of its victory over Spain. 

The effort will be futile. Not all 
the quotations that can be made from 
writers in dead or living languages 
will suffice to convince the American 
people that it will be an injury to 
any land beneath the sun to have 
the American flag float over it. Nor 
will it be much easier to convince the 
American people that they are in- 
capable of governing the islands 
which have come to them in the for- 
tunes of war. 

Hon. David J. Hill, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State, touched the keynote 
of the subject in a recent address de- 
livered in the city of Washington. He 
happily characterized our acquisitions 


- of insular territory as the “expansion 


of civilization.’ The phrase exactly 
fits the theme. The breaking down 
of Spanish sovereignty in the An- 
tilles and in the Philippines means 
nothing less than the extension of 
enlighted ideas and liberal govern- 
ment to those territories. We enter- 
tain no scliemes of territorial con- 
quest, in the old-time signification of 
that term. The raising of the Amer- 
ican flag over,apy territory on the 
surface of the round earth means 
freedom, and not oppression for the 


people of that territory: Our banner 


of stars is the emblem of safety, not 
of danger; of peace, rather than of 
war. As Mr. Hill well said, in his 
address: 

“Civilization must g0 on until 
there is not one province, one island, 
one individual upon which its benign 
light does not fall. Europe, con- 
gested, is seeking new outlets for 
trade and commerce. If not now, 
when and how can America expand, 
when three-fourths of the globe are 
appropriated. It is a choice between 
expansion now or expansion never. 
But I am asked, what is to become of 
the principles of self-government tf 
the people to be governed are not 
accorded the right to say what shall 
be their form of government, and who 
shall administer it? To this I say 
that nations as well 4s_ individuals 
must pass through the periods of 
minority. It was so with this nation. 
All lawyers agree that the franchise 
is not a natural right, but that it is 
@ legal gift. The natural rights are 
life, liberty and the pursuits of happi- 
ness, and I cannot believe that it is 
an evil for the Stars and Stripes to 
float over any people, and it could, 
therefore,and should be our duty to 
extend the blessings of our civiliza- 
tion to all men capable of receiving 
them.”’ 

The American Consul-General at 
Guatemala says, in his report, that 
“in general it may be said that the 
bulk of United States goods is too good 
for this market.

THE PROTEST. 


‘We have heard a great deal of late, 
about “‘anti-expansion” sentiment. It 
has been made to appear, from the 
literature disseminated on this sub- 
ject, that the whole nation was about 
to rise up as one man and protest 
against the acquisition of the Philip- 
pine Islands by our government; al- 
though it is a noticeable fact that 
none of the protestants, so far as re- 
corded, have ventured to express a 
definite opinion as to what disposi- 
tion should be made of the islands in 
the event of our refusing them. 

At last, the anti-expansion §senti- 
ment has taken definite shape. It 
appears that formal protests against 
annexation have been forwarded to 
the United States Senate, to the num- 
ber of nearly 2000 names, “from 
various States of the Union.” Pro- 
tests bearing the autograph  signa- 
tures of 2000 persons would, under or- 
dinary circumstances, be regarded as 
quite formidable. But an analysis 
has been made of the protests on this 
particular subject, and it has been 
found that they are distributed among 
the “various States” as follows: 
Massachusetts, 1435; West Virginia, 
101; Indiana, 74; Ohio, 50; Florida, 
47; New York, 45; Virginia, 39: Ver- 
mont, 20; Maryland, 16; New Hamp- 
shire, 6; California and Missouri, 3 
each; Wisconsin and Tennessee, 2 
each, and Maine, Colorado, Iowa and 
Nevada, 1 each. 

It thus appears that the protests 
against territorial expansion came 
almost wholly from Massachusetts. 
If a closer analysis were practicable, 
it would probably show that the 
Massachusetts protest comes almost 
wholly from the city of Boston—a 
city justly celebrated for its twin 
specialties—beans and culture. 

The simple fact of the matter is 
that the “anti-expansion” movement 
was inaugurated by a few faddists 
and cranks in Boston—promincrt 
among whom was the _ well-known 
free-trade visionary, Edward Atkin- 
son—and that it has found its prin- 
cipal support in the Bay State, where 
the protest blanks have been most 
industriously circulated. 

It is an artificial movement, des- 
tined to a speedy and inglorious de- 
mise. The light returns from other

CURRENCY REFORM. 

Representative Fowler, of New 
Jersey, &@ member of the Committee 
on Banking and Currency, has _pre- 
pared a new bill providing for some 
radical changes in our currency sys- 
tem, which he will press upon. the 
attention of Congress for considera- 
tion. Mr. Fowler’s bill involves the 
explicit recognition of the gold stand- 
ard of value, provides for the re- 
tirement of the legal tenders, and for 
the creation of a safe but elastic 
credit currency based upon gold. It 
is claimed on behalf of Mr. Fowler’s 
bill that if passed it will “eventually 
work almost a complete reconstruc- 
tion of our currency and banking sys- 
tems, placing them in line with the 
soundest principles derived from ex- 
perience,” and that “the steps lead- 
ing up to this reform are so graduated 
as to avoid any possible confusion or 
also 
that it will “forever close discussion 
as to what is meant by a dollar.” 

If Mr. Fowler’s bill will accomplish 
these desirable results, the sooner it 
is passed by Congress the better it 
will be for the country. 
a recent newspaper interview, 
Mr. Fowler gives some excellent rea- 
sons for his belief that the President 
should call an extra session of the 
Fifty-sixth Congress for the sole pur- 
pose-of dealing with the currency 
question. He says: 

“At the end of two squarely-fought 
contests over the single-gold standard 
and a sound currency, the Republican 
party finds that it will be in power 
in every Legislative branch of the 
government after the 4th of March, 
1899. Under these circumstances, 
what is wisdom? What 
Clearly it would be unwise — for the 
Committee on Banking and Currency 
to take up, during the present session, 
for consideration, discussion and de- 
termination in the House any single 
proposition affecting our government 
finances or looking to currency’ re- 
form. It would be worse than foolish 
to attempt to secure any proper leg- 


islation in the Senate, as now con- 
stituted. 

“The whole subject should be made 
the occasion for calling an extra ses- 
sion of the Fifty-sixth Conrgess, im- 
mediately after the 4th of March, for 
the exclusive purpose of dealing with 
this important matter. The most in- 


-telligent public thought on the ques- 


tion demands an extra session; the 
people expect it, and the failure of 
the President to call it would result 
in bitter disappointment, for all must 
realize that such failure on his part 
involves the pledges of the Republican 
party, involves the financial tran- 
quillity and-commercial prosperity of 
the country, and, indeed, might in- 
yolve our national honor itself.”

The property-owners along Georgia 
street object to the change in the name 
of tbat street made by the Council 
more than a year ago, by which the 
name was changed from Georgia Bell 
to Georgia street. They petition the 
Council to restore the original name. 
Objection has been raised to the pro- 
posed construction of an engine-house 
on the unoccupied City Hall lot. Prop- 
erty-owners on that block declare that 
such action _by the city would impair 
the value of their realty and that the 
presence of a fire company there would 
be a menace to life and property. 

The placing of cables across 
streets on which there are railway lines 
is to. be prohibited by the Council. An 
application for such a cable was denied 
yesterday, and it was stated that all 
such applications would hereafter be 
denied. | 

The matter of the appeal of the oil- 
well case is to be discussed at a meet- 
ing of the Finance Committee with the 
representatives of owners of the prop- 
erty interested Saturday morning. The 

robability is that the ordinance will

Works, announced that that body was 
not yet ready to report, and that the 
matter would be taken up at 2:50 
o'clock. in the afternoon. ‘ The dele- 
gation then withdrew. 

The several ordinances ordered of 
the City Engineer, and which have 
been published heretofore, were pre- 
sented and adopted under a. suspension 
of the rules. The important matter of 
the widening of Twenty-eighth street 
had been referred to the Engineer, and 
that official reported as follows with 
reference to the matter: 

“In the matter of Twenty-eighth 
street between Trinity and San Pedro 
streets, of which I am directed to de- 
termine the width, I beg leave to re- 
port as follows: Said street lies in 
Daman & Millard’s subdivision of the 
Shaw tract, of which a subdivision 
map was recorded on July 19, 1887. On 
saidmap Twenty-eighth street is shown 
to be sixty feet wide, but it appears by 
an agreement to convey from Harriet 
Shaw to A. O. Daman that a reserva- 
tion was made of the land on which 
stood the building and outhouses of 
Mrs. Shaw. One of said outhouses was 
included in the sixty-foot street shown 
by said plat, recorded on July 19, 1887, 
and on the proper representation being 
made to Daman & Millard, an amended 
map of block 2 was recorded on August 
8, 1887, on which Twenty-eighth strect 
was narrowed to a width of thirty-nine 
feet, in order to exclude the improve- 
ments of Mrs. Shaw therefrom, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of said agree- 
ment to convey. . 

“T am therefore of the opinion that 
under the terms of said agreement, 
Daman had no right to lay out said 
Twenty-eighth street sixty feet wide, as 
shown on the first above-mentioned 
plat, and that said street is thirty-nine 
feet wide, and further that the city 
has no right to the property of Mrs. 
Shaw, which apparently projects into 
the north side of said street.” 

The matter was referred to the City 
Attorney. 

The City Attorney reported present- 
ing the contracts and bonds for the 
several contracts for fire-department 
apparatus that has been let at recent 
sessions of the Council. As the bonds 
which accompanied these contracts had 
not been approved, they were referred 
to the Finance Committee. That com- 
mittee later reported approving the 
contracts and bonds so that the con- 
tracts for the furnishing of hose and 


fire ensines to the fire department 
were approved. The contracts and

REPORT TURNED DOWN. 

The Oil Inspector reported  recom- 
mending that the petition of the Rex 
Oil Company for permission to erect an 
oil-well pumping cable across Buena 
Vista. street be granted. The reagon for 
the granting of this request was not 
stated in the report, and there was a 
remonstrance made against it by some 
of the members of the Council. It was 
stated thimt there was no reason why 
such cables should be placed across 
such streets, especially as that kind of 
a street was traversed by a street car 
line. It was also stated that the street 
in question was one of the principal 
ones of the citv. Councilman Nickell 
asserted that the demand of the oil 
men in asking that a cable be placed 
across this street was an unreasonable 
demand, and that it should not be 
granted. He stated that he had no ob- 
jection to the crossing of remote streets 
with wire cables, but he did seriously 
object to the encroachment of such 
streets as were occupied by street rail- 
way tracks. The petition was denied. 
Similar action was taken with refer- 


Inspector for the reason that he did 
not state that theré was any reason for 
granting the petitions on which his rec- 
ommendations were based.

THE FRANCHISE FIGHT. 
The most interesting business of the 
day was the contest over the granting 
of the franchise for the construction of 
an electric street-car line along West 
Eleventh street, between Figueroa and 
Hoover streets. This matter had been 
referred to the Board of Public Works, 
and that board reported as follows on 
the matter: 

“In the matter of the petitions for 
franchise on Eleventh street, one of 
which was from Hoover § street to 
Figueroa street, and the other from 
Hoover to Georgia streets, your com- 
mittee has made careful examination 
of the whole matter, and would rec- 
ommend that a franchise be adver- 
tised for sale for a double track elec- 
tric street railway along Eleventh 
street from Hoover street to Sentous; 
thence along Sentous and Eleventh 
streets to Figueroa street, provided that 
the road be built within the shortest 
time provided by law, and a bond for 
$20,000 be required from the successful 
bidder to guarantee the construction 
of same within the time and according 
to the terms ,of the franchise; and 
provided that cars be operated through- 
out the entire distance at intervals 
not greater than ten minutes each.” 

The filing of such a report was some- 
what of a surprise to those who were 
interested in the matter, as it had 
been expected that the board would re- 
iterate its report of a week ago, rec- 
ommending that the petition of the Los 
Angeles Traction Company be granted. 
Councilman Grider moved that’ the re- 
port be adopted. Judge Anderson ad- 
dressed the Council on the subject, ask- 
ing that the matter be postponed an- 
other week, because Attorney Wilson, 
who was familiar with all the details,

Judgment for the  »plaintiff was 
ordered yesterday by Judge Van Dyke

But it Would not Remain Attached 
to Guarantee an Attorney’s: Bill.

Under the proceed- 
ings taken, property belonging t» the 
Caikins was levied wpon, and was ai- 
vertised for sale in satisfaction cf the 
judgment, but, it is alleged, that last 
month the defendant bank viviatei its 
contract by removing Messrs. Dillon 
and. Dunning as attorneys and substi- 
tuting in their place anocher attorney, 
after they had taken all neze3%sary ac- 
tion and had expended $18.55 in costs 
and expenses. Dillon and Dunning, 
under these circumstances, a::igned 
their rights under the contract to the 
present plaintiff, claiming that the 
bank was indebted to them for $827, 
with $18.55 for moneys expended. For 
these amounts Denis asked judgment, 
and complying with the necessary for- 
malities, had the bank attached.

These visitors wil] not all be here 
simply for the five days during the con- 
_ tinfflance of the convention, but it is 
understood that hundreds of the teach- 
ers are planning to spend their summer 
Vacations in this section, being here 
fdr séverc! months. 

It is surprising how many halls and 
other rooms’ will be required to ac- 
commodate the association. The first 
requisite is a large assembly room for 
the general meetings. For this pur- 
pose Hazard’s Pavilion is fairly well 
eadarted. Though this building will 
not seat over 4000 people, the com- 
mittee which investigated the condi- 
tions here decided that the building 
was large enough, as in a larger place 
of assemblage the speakers could not 
be heard. In addition to this there 
must be another large hall for over- 
flow meetings. Then fifteen churches. 
or halls. with a seating capacity of 
from 300 to 1500 will be required for 
section . meetings. There is also re- 
aquired enother large room or series of 
rooms for the office of the treasurer of 
the association and his twenty clerks, 
another Jarge room for the joint rail+, 
road ageney_and ten clerks, and finally 
a third room for a parlor and head- 
quarters of ‘the Executive Committee, 
the general secretary and sixteen de- 
partment secretaries. 

It is evident that this. great assem- 
blage is going to impose heavy duties 


on the Chamber of Commerce 
and the various committees which 
will be required occa- 
sion. and plans are already  be- 


ine outlined for the subdivision of the 


duties. 


The Committee on Transportation has 
already accomplished gtod work in 
providing for the hauling of 
the delegates, and their ‘duties will con- 
tinue until the close of the assembly. 

The Committee on Finances has a 
large task before it, and work in this 
line will be under way at an early 
date. 

The Committee on Publication and 
Promotion has the opportunity of do- 
ing a great deal of good to the city and 
Southern California, while at the same 
time being of gteat assistance to the 
delegates. 

The Committee on Excursions will. 

rovide opportunities for seeing all por- 

ons of Seuthern California at a low 
cost. 

Other important committees will be 
those on Reception and Entertainment, 
General Information and Music. 

Besides the duties which will devolve 
upon the reuglar committees, it is evi- 
dent that each citizen will have rest- 
ing upon him the obligation to induce 
as many of his eastern friends to par- 
ticipate in the advantages offered as 
possible. and to see that steangers are 
given the freedom of the State when 
thev arrive. | 

The full advantages of this conven- 
tion to the State will be immense. The 
teachers will return to their school 
duties unconsciously to sow in the 
minds of the younger generation an in- 
terest in California.

BROWN WARMED UP.

REACH OUT! 


THAT IS PRECISELY WHAT LOS AN- 
GELES MERCHANTS SHOULD DO. 
‘A Rich Field That Can Be Ours, at 
Least in Part, if We Will but 
Cultivate It—Some Timely and 
Valuable Suggestions. 


“The Times gladly gives space to the 
following letter, which points out 
clearly a direction in which it would 
be well for the alert business men of 
this metropolis to look if they are to 
push Los Angeles along to the great- 
ness, as a city, that it ought to be. That 
there is a fruitful field for our trade in 
the rich countries to the south of us, 
there can be no question, but there 
does appear to be some question as to 
whether we are going to occupy the 
Jand or remain passive and permit our 
more enterprising competititors and 
neighbors to do it. Here are our cor- 
respondent’s views on the subject: 

To the Editor of The Times: It is 
unquestionable that business stagna- 


_ tion or depression, hard times, etc., are 


simply synonymous expressions for 
overproduction. Manufacturers have 
supplied wholesalers and jobbers, the 
Jatter have stocked the retailer. And 
the consumer gets the benefit of cut 
prices on every article of human con- 
sumption. But this in no way affects 
the general prosperity; it is simply the 
natural movement of trade which 
moves along in jerks—a spurt and then 
a stop, and so on repeatedly. 

On the whole, this fitful progression 
generally causes a tendency to expand, 
to seek a new outlet and thus start 
with renewed activity. This expansion 
is sometimes carried out by isolated 
firms or individuals, and sometimes by 
an aggregation of business interests, in 
the latter case a revival of trade and 
brisk times becomes general. 

Whether the new fields opened by 
the late war become an integral part of 
this country or not will be determined 
by Congress; but in the mean time, 
whatever the future disposition of the 
islands be, the fact is self-evident that 
all such places have to be supplied, in 
a or a lesser degree, with mis- 
a aneous merchandise of all descrip- 
ons. 

Nor is this the only outlook. South 
of us extends a coast line of many 


thousand miles, importing food stuffs 


and dry goods from.Europe, New York 
and San Francisco. The markets of 
the two latter supply points have been 
considerably stiffened lately, owing tu 
the facilities they have for shipping 
goods. Los Angeles is at present in an 
attitude of expectancy, waiting for her 
time to enter into the race, but doing 
nothing actively to give an impetus tuo 
any development whatever. 

“Mazatlan, the first port in Mexico 
after crossing the Gulf of California, a 
city of some 12,000 inhabitants, is a sup- 
ply point for all the mining districts of 
the State of Sinaloa, a part cof Sonora, 
Durango, Tepico and Jalisco. This last 
State is reached by the port of San 
Blas, which sends in return for con- 
signments, cedar, dye woods and tropi- 
cal fruits. Manzanillo and Acapulco 
are piaces which supply a large num- 
ber of interior towns. 

“Furthermore, it must. be borne in 
mind that Mexico of today is altogether 
@ different country from what it was 
twenty or even fifteen years ago. En- 
ergy and progress have become a char- 
acteristic of the neighboring republic, 
and its prosperity is evinced by the im- 
portance of its public and private en- 
terprises, involving over a hundred 
million dollars annually. The sea ports 
of Manzanillo and Acapulco will, very

FINANCIAL AND COTPIPMERCIAL,

Tos Angeles, Dec. 19, 1898. 
THE CURRENCY IN CONGRBSS. 
There is not likely to be any financial 
legislation attempted at this session of 
Congress, Which comes to an end March 
4. The holidays now intervene and bus- 
fness will not be resumed until after 
January 2. That leaves barely two 
months for Congress to sit. The treaty 
of peace with Spain, the Nicaragua 
Canal, an appropriation bill, the gov- 


ernment of the new possessions, will 
keep the time fully occupied. If the 


treaty of peace is ratified it is doubtful 
if the President will call a special ses- 
sion of the new Congress. As to finan- 
cial legislation, if there were a law 
passed permitting national banks to 
fssue notes up to the par value of bonds 
deposited, and authorizing the Treas- 
urer to refuse to reissue government 
nates once redeemed excepting on pay- 
ing of gold for them, that would seem 
to be all required at this time, and that 
can wait a few months in the present 
condition of the treasury and of busi- 
ness.

COST OF COFFEE, People often 
wonder how package coffee is sold so 
cheap, namely, at 10% to 11% cents to 
the trade.

The 
coffee used for this purpose by the big 
coffee-roasters is what is known as 
Bahim No. 8, or a little lower grade. 
The prices laid down at the roasters 
in the Eust just now for these grades 
are 5% to 5% cents per pound. Of 
course when the shrinkage in roasting, 
the cost of roasting and packing, and 
freight to Los Angeles is all consid- 
ered, there is not a very large profit. 
Still, there is a very fair profit. 


‘PURE FOOD LAWS, Recently the 
Ban Francisco Call said in an article 
on pure food laws: 

“A number of gentlemen ieterenseil in 
the enforcement of pure food laws, and 
representing influential associations in 
the city, are reported to have started 
a movement to bring about the crea- 
tion of a State bureau of three com- 
missioners to supervise the operation 
-of such laws and to have jurisdiction 
over local health officers. A _ bill. pro- 
viding for the proposed commission is 
said to have been virtually agreed on 
and will be urged upon the Legislature 

during the coming winter. 
“Upon the general subject of enforc- 
§ng the pure food laws of the State 
there is little or no difference of opin- 
ion among intelligent people. The pro- 
-Gweers of pure food and all consumers 
gare keenly interested in the issue. It 
is well known that the manufacture 
and sale of impure or ‘sophisticated 
focds,’ as they are sometimes called, 
injuriously affect Jegitimate business 
in such articles as well as work a 
grievous wrong upon purerasere. 
lic sentiment in this city, and to a large 
extent throughout the State, has been 
aroused upon the strong 
popular support is assured to any well- 
directed movement toward moking the 
enfareement of pure Aste laws mo-e 
universal and more stringent. 

“Conceding all that may be wreced 
upon that point. it remaics decuotfu! 
whether it wwould be advisab’e to 
tablish the rrorerced bureau Caiifornia 
has had a creat deal of experience with 
bureaus and commissions. The experi- 
ence has heen long anid varied and 
tolerabiv comprehensive. Almost ev- 
erythire we have undertaken has been 
to some extont managed by a commis- 
sicn. pron'e are, therefore, pre- 
pared to speak on this issue with some- 
thipg of expert authority. It is a 
Subject thev understand. 

“Tt ts well known that most of ovr 
commissions have been failures. As a 
rule they 
ficient power to act effectively nor 
given sufficient money to do anything 
of genuine usefulness. Mast of them 
have been simply an expense to the 
State and nothing more. The commis- 
sioners have drawn their salaries, made 
their reports, and that has been the 
end of their work. 

“So futile havé been the majority of 
these bureaus that there has been a 
demand fer their abolition. It is cer- 
tain, therefore, the people will not look 
with favor upon the creation of a new 
commission, unless exceptionally strong 
arguments can be given for it and un- 
less it can be assured that the com- 
mission will be able to render a real 
service to the community. 

“The prospect of obtaining a compre- 
hensive enforcement of pure food laws 
by a State commission is not encour- 
aging. The work can never be effec- 
tually done by any power less than 
that of the nation. So long as national 
authority remains inactive on the sub- 
ject, the work, we believe, can be best 
performed by local authorities. The 
Board of Health in this city has re- 
cently shown what can be performed in 
that way. If other localities are not 
willing to enforce the laws for their 
own protection it is not likely a’ State 
board could make them doit. It will 
be well for us to devise some means 
of getting good work out of the com- 
missions we have before we begin the 
creation of new ones.” 

The Call is probably right about the 
matter of putting the work in the 
hands of a commission. What is needed 
is a law so framed that the courts can 
act with decision. The persons pack- 
ing the sophisticated goods are those 
who should be held responsib'e not 
wholesale, and still less retail mer- 
chants. And here a difficulty arises, in 
that the impure goods are often made 
in another State, and the guilty adul- 
terators would snap their fingers at a 
State court, which has no jurisdictio 
in the permises. The trouble about 
leaving the matter with a local health 
voard is that many sophisticated foods 
are not unwholesome. But even if 
théy are not, the packers of them 
ehould be compelled to put them up 

under proper names and not as some- 
by ng they are not. A good Federal! 
law 1s what is needed.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Opposition Manifested to Irrigation 
With Sewage. 

The Board of Health held the final 
meeting of its career last evening. 
Mayor Snyder spoke his farewell words, 
He thanked the. members for their 
faithful and diligent services. 

Dr. Moore was the only member ab- 
sent last night, those present being 
Mayor Snyder, Dr. Salisbury, Dr. Col- 
burn and Dr. Cowles. The annual re- 
port of Health Officer Powers was ap- 
proved. 

Sewage irrigation came in for a vig- 
orous discussion. Dr. Powers said in 
his report that he believed every inch 
of sewage should be used for irrigation, 
but that this should be done judi- 
ciously, under proper restrictions, and 
that none should be used on vegetables 
which are eaten uncooked. 

Mayor Snyder and most of the re- 
maining members present declared that 
in their opinion sewage should not be 
used at all for irrigation. All agree 
that it would be for the best interests 
of the community to have a plant by 
which the fertilizing matter in sewage 
could be prepared for use in a dry form, 
but it was the concensus of opinion that 
the Council should adopt prohibitory 
ordinances directed against sewage ir- 
rigation. 

On motion of Dr. Salisbury, seconded 
by Dr. Cowles, the following. resolution 
was adopted: 

“That a vote of thanks be tendered 
to Dr. Powers, Health Officer, and also 
to the health inspectors, for the able 
manner in which they have performed 
their duties during the administration 
of this board.”

REFORMS PROPOSED BY A VEN- 
ERABLE GRAND JUROR, 


Dr. Crawford Has Plans That Will 
Stir Up the Politicians Again, 
How He Was Attacked and In- 
sulted—The Death of a Million- 
aire—City Hall News, 


PASADENA, Dec. 19,—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Dr. L. P. Crawford, Pasadena’s ven- 
erable preacher-politician, whose giant form 
and snow-white crown made such a prominent 
figure in the Republican County Convention, 
‘was the author of the plank in the platform 
calling for the reduction of county salaries 
and fees. Now that definite action has been 
taken by the delegation to the Legislature 
and his plank promises to come down with a 
elam upon certain officials, some of them have 
tried to make things exceedingly disagreeable 
for the septuagenarian reformer. He is serv- 
ing now on the grand jury, and has been sub- 
jected to hard words in the Courthouse. “I 


had some trouble in keeping my dander down 


when one official went at me so insultingly,”’ 
said the veteran tonight, after his return from 
the county seat. ‘I helped nominate and 
elect him, and yet he abused me to my face.”’ 
Pasadena’s “‘grand old is undaunted, 
however. His recent investigations on the 
grand jury havo suggested other methods of 
reform, which he and other jurors will en- 
deavyor to carry out. “If nobody else will 
draft a bill, I'll try it and will send it to 
Sacramento,’’ said Dr. Crawford this evening. 
*“‘We want to prevent the possibility of abuses 
that may be practiced in the Public Adminis- 
trator’s office, under the present law, which 
permits only the husband or wife of the de- 
ceased tu act as administrator when there is 
no will, otlrerwise throwing the estate into 
the Public Administrator’s hands, to be per- 
haps eaten up by fees. We want a law that 
will permit ahy member of the family to ad- 


- Ministrace, so that these inroads on small es- 


tates may be estopped. 

“Then we want quadrennial assessments on 
Teal estate, instead of annual, and the same 
Assessor to act for both county and city. 
Why sbould there be two officiais to go over 
the same ground? Again there are nineteen 
of us grand jurors, when nine are enough.

EDWARD BAIN’S DEATH. 

Gdward Bain of Kenosha, Wis., the famous 
wagon manufacturer and a millionaire sev- 
eral times over, died last night at his rooms 
in this city. Mr. Bain would have been 75 
-years old next March. For a dozen years he 

s been afflicted with a nervous disorder, 
and for most of that time he could not lie in 
a bed, but has spent his nights sitting in a 
chair. Of late, however, he has been sleeping 
in bed like other people, and when he came 
to Pasadena this winter he seemed in better 
health than usual. He was up and about 
Sunday, as usual, though he complained of a 
cold and a tightness in his chest. When he 
retired he was in good spirits, but just before 


down.”’ 


. midnight he spoke to his attendant of a rat- 


tling in his bronchial tubes. This proved to 
have been caused by a slight hemorrhage. 
He sat up for a few minutes, then experi- 
enced a sharp pain, and in a moment he was 
gone. The doctor said the cause of his death 
was pulmonary apoplexy. 

r. Bain was born in Kinderhook, N. Y., of 
poor parents, and was bound out when a boy 
to a hardware concern. At the age of 21 he 
went to Kenosha, Wis., and soon engaged in 
a hardware business for himself. It was by 
accident that he went into the wagon trade. 
A concern to whom he sold hardware got 
into hard sledding, and to save himself Mr. 
Bain took their carriage factory. He made a 
huge success of it, traveling all over the 
country to introduce his product. Gradually 
one of the largest wagon manufacturing plants 
in the country grew up, and he could not 
make wagons fast enough. Many a year he 
cleared his $100,000 profit. He was entirely 
devoted to his business, and took no part in 
public life. In numerous ways he has been 
a benefactor to Kenosha, and many persons 
have had experience of his helpfulness and 
liberality. He was a warm-hearted old gen- 
tleman. Two of his daughters will arrive 
here Thursday, and his body will be taken to 
Kenosha in a private car.

THE RESIDENCE OF C. M. HOLMES 
ROBBED SUNDAY EVENING, 


Burglars Enter the House Through 
a Window While the Family are 
at Church—Small Child Dies from 
Eating Concentrated Lye. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 19. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] While the family were at church 
last evening, the house of C. M. Holmes on 
Ninth street was entered by burglars. Mrs. 
Holmes’s gold watch and her husband's pis- 
tol, beside several small pieces of jewelry 
and some small pieces of silver in a purse, 
were stolen. When Mr, and Mrs. Holmes re- 
turned from church they found everything in 
their home in confusion. Bureau drawers had 
been opened, their contents scattered about 
the floor, and every closet and cupboard in 
the house ransacked.

LIGHTNING SCARES RANCHERS OUT 
OF THEIR WITS. 


Alpine’s Visitation of Balls of Fiame, 
Death of Judge Bush, an Old 
Settler—Rev. Mr, Knapp Resigns. 
Coronado Notes, 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 19.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] There were numerous electrical 
surprises for people in the back country dur- 
ing the recent storm. In addition to the dry 
thunder and lightning that crackled through 
the snow at Julian, there were bolts and 
Snapping little balls of fire at Alpingy which 
destroyed the telephone wires and ran down 
a@ well with a tremendous report, three 
inches in front of a rancher’s nose. He 
jumped back, thinking somebody had shot at 
him. Two clerks were in front of the Alpine 
store when they saw balls of fire riditg 
along the telephone wires and entering the 
store. They ran in to disconnect the in- 
struments, but the electricity had been be- 
fore them and burned them out. 

The postmaster and his wife were asleep 
at 5 o’clock in the morning, when a report 
like a rifle shot rang out, just over their 
heads. They jumped up, finding the room 
in a glare of light. They grabbed their bed- 
ding and ran for their lives. It was a shock 
on the telephone, which ate up 100 feet of 
wire and accumulated electricity that dis- 
charged with ‘the report that awakened 
them. After reaching the end of the wire, 
the electric current jumped across to the 
ground wire that ran to the well, and almost 
paralyzed Rancher Stephenson, who was 
drawing a bucket of water at the time. 

At Valley Center, where there are lots of 
trees, a sapling was struck and ignited. The 
cattle were made almost wild. They ran 
about, heads and tails up, receiving frequent 
shocks from the wires that encircled the 
fields, and becoming frantic with fright. Two 
or three cattle were killed. On Smith moun- 
tain, ten miles away, the lightning and 
thunder accompanied a blinding snowstorm, 
and split many trees in twain. 

DEATH OF JUDGE BUSH. 

Judge Thomas H. Bush, one of the early 
settlers in this county, died Saturday in 
Lyons Vailey of heart failure. He was 67 
years of age, and a native of Pottsville, Pa. 
He came to California in 1853, and after a 
while worked at his trade of bookbinder in 
San Francisco. He married Ellen Augusta 
Porter, a sister of R. K. Porter, of Chollas 
Valley. 

Judge Bush resided in Lower California, 
then returned to San Diego in 1865, engag- 
ing in business in Old Town. was ap- 
pointed postmaster, and in 1866 was made 
county judge by Gov. Lowe, to fill out the 
unexpired term of Julio Osuma. He served 
eight years, being twice reélected. He was 
also a school trustee, and held other city 
and county offices. For a number of years 
he led a retired life. : 

Judge Bush for some months past had lived 
at Las Flores ranch, with W. J. Tweed. 
Saturday evening he sat at the table reading 
the papers, when he fell forward, gasped, 
and was dead.

Street Superintendent Declares 
a Bridge Unsafe. 


SANTA MONICA, Dec. 19.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The volume of business trans- 
acted by the Board of City Trustees today 
would compare not unfavorably with 
that passed upon in a whole day’s session 
of the Los Angeles City Council. 

The bid of the Santa Monica Electric and 
Power Company for street lighting for the 
coming year, as presented last week, was ac- 
cepted, it being specified that the company 
is to care for the city fire alarm system in 
its present condition for an additional com- 


pensation of $10 per month until a storage 


battery shall have been installed in connec- 
tion with it, and that thereafter the com- 
pany shall keep the system in operation 
without extra cost to the city. It was de- 
cided to install the battery as soon as the 
condition of the city funds warrant the ex- 
penditure. 

The Sewer Committee presented a propo- 
sition which, if acted on, is likely to be of 
great importance to the city. It was in 
reference to the use of the Santa Monica 
sewer system for the disposition of the 
Soldiers’ Home sewage. The committee sub- 
mitted a communication from Gov. Smi 
of the Soldiers’ Home, asking on what terms 
the city would permit of the use of its 
sewer system for that purpose. The com- 
mittee reported that negotiations looking to 
the disposition of the sewage in question 
through the Santa Monica mains and the 
furnishing of an ample supply of water with 
it for flushing purposes had been begun. It 
was decided to have a special meeting of 
the board Wednesday to consider the mat- 


ter. 

City Attorney Tanner gave as his opinion 
that the board had a right td prohibit sein- 
ing in front of fown. An ordinance for that 
purpose could be adopted as a police and 
sanitary measure on the ground that the 
waste matter from the nets, if dumped on 
the beach, is detrimental to health. Mr. 
Tanner said the property-owners fronting 
on the beach coul revent the landing of 
seines on the beach on their property. 
While the board undoubtedly had the legal 
right to prohibit fishing with seines any- 
where in front of town, he believed it would 
be well to have the proposed ordinance appl 
only to the beach near each of the wharves. 
Action on th ematter was deferred for a 


week. | 

The following resolutions were adopted by 
the board and ordered presented to the Leg- 
islature: 

‘*Resolved, that the present law regulating 
the letting of contracts for lighting munici- 
palities of the sixth class creates additional 
expense upon municipalities of that class by 
shutting out competition in bids. ' 

‘‘Resolved, that the Legislature of the 
State of California be requested to amend 
said act so as to permit lighting contracts 
to be made for a term not exceeding five 


years. 

‘‘Resolved, that it is the sense of this board 
that the act of the Legislature adopted in 
1897 requirin 
Palities to advertise for bidders to do public 
printing of the town should be amended so 
that in municipalities where there is but one 
newspaper, it will be unnecessary to so ad- 
vertise.”’ 

“Resolved, that the Legislature of the 
State of California be requested to pass an 
act authorizing municipalities of the sixth 
Class to purchase or receive by donation 
lands for public cemeteries, and that they be 
authorized to make such regulations as to 
the sale and beautifying of the same as may 
be deemed expedient by the governing bodics 
of said municipalities.’’ 

The question of the safety of the Ocean- 
avenue bridge which crosses the gully south 
of. Railroad avenue was presented officially 
in a communication from Street Superin- 
tendent Lowman, which said: “You will 
please take notice that bridge No. 1 is ina 
dangerous condition, and some person is 
liable to be injured thereby. I demand that 
you immediately attend to the matter, and 
will not be responsible for any damage 
caused thereby.’’ This communication was 
filed. The petition from Eckert & Hopf and 
others, as announced in today’s Times, was 
next presented, praying that a bond election 
on the questoion of building a new bridge be 
called. The petition was referred to a com- 
mittee. 

Bids for the construction of a sewer along 
South Ocean avenue between the two bridges 
were received as follows: W. A. Frick, 56% 
cents pér lineal foot, complete; J. T. Kig- 
gins, 69%4 cents per lineal foot, complete. The 
bid of Kiggins was accepted. 

LOOKS LIKE ARSON. 

A fire, which has all the appearance of 
arson, was discovered at 5:30 o’clock this 
morning in the rear of the El Paso restau- 
rant on the southerly side of Utah avenue 
between Ocean and Second street. The fire 
was seen about a rear corner of the building.

Charles 
Raines, the proprietor of the restaurant, was 
Called, and the flames were quenched with 
a few bucketfuls of water. It looked as if 
gasoline had been spread about the wood- 
work to give the fire a start. There is a 
chimney extending down nearly to the 

ound in that corner of the building, but 
fhe occupants say there bad been no fire in 
the range connecting with it since last 
Wednesday. There were several people 
sleeping in the upper rooms who would have 
been in grave danger had the fire not been 
discovered so soon. There seems to be no 
clew to the firebug.

Even then, he says, 
he would have declined to run had not a 
protest against his appointment been cir- 
culated. He says he has no schemes to 
advance that require his being a City Trus- 
tee, but that, after the protest had been cir- 
culated, he thought he would let those who 

opposed him see that he was not to be 
frightened by their protests. 5
